A fter the 
visiting 
nurse becomes 
know n 
thruoot 
h er 
territory 
she 
will 
gain 
entrance into many homes which 
would not be reached in any o ther 
way. 
At first she will come in 
contact with th e very needy and 
advanced canm but gradually she 
will discover th© incipient cases 
am ong the families and associates 
of the more advanced cases. 
W ork of Visiting Nurse 
This work of the visiting n u rse 
will logically lead to th© estab 
Bailment of 
a dispensary. 
Th* 
work of the dispensary will su p ­ 
plem ent the work of the visiting 
nurse. 
AH classes of cases will 
h© referred by the visiting nurse 
to the dispensary for exam ination 
advice or w hatever happens to be 
th e need of the individual. 
T he 
dispensary may be developed to 
such a degree of efficiency that it 
may b© able to provide suitable 
em ployment for those who may 
not require hospital treatm ent oi 
bring 
Into 
touch 
with

T he dispensary is the link be­ 
tween the visiting nurse and tho 
sanatorium .

The work of the 
sanatorium is chiefly the treating 
and training the consumptive iii 
th e right habits of living,
